WARRANT FOR TOWN MEETING. 


To A. K. Hicks, a constable of the town of Greenwood in the 
county of Oxford:— 


GREETING: In the name of the State of Maine you are hereby 
required to notify and warn the inhabitants of said town of Green- 
wood qualified by law to vote in town affairs, to meet at Hotel Hall 
in Locke’s Mills Village in said town, on the eighth day of March 
1897, at ten o’clock in the forenoon, to act on the following articles, 
to wit: 


Art. 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said meeting. 
Art, 2, To choose a Town Clerk for the ensuing year. 
Art. 3. To act on the reports of town officers. 


Art. 4. To choose Selectmen, Assessors and Overseers of the Poor 
for the ensuing year. 


Art. 5, To choose two members of the Board of Superintending 
School Committee. 


Art. 6. To choose all other town officers for the ensuing year. 


Art. 7, To see if the town will grant and raise such sums of 
money as may be necessary for the maintenance and support of 
schools and the poor and to defray all other town charges for the 
ensuing year. 


Art. 8. To see if the town will grant and raise such sums of money 
as may be necessary for building and repairing roads and bridges for 
the ensuing year. 


Art. 9. To see how much the town will vote to allow per hour for 
men and oxen and horses for labor on the highway. 


Art. 10. To see how much the town will grant and raise to run 
the road machine for the ensuing year. 


Art. 11. To see if the town will vote to diseount three per cent. 
on all taxes of the current year voluntarily paid on or before the 
first day of December next or otherwise. 


Art. 12. To see if the town will vote to make all taxes of the cur- 
rent year payable March 1st, 1898, or otherwise. 
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Art. 13.° To see if the town will vote to charge interest at the raté 
of eight per cent. per annum on all taxes of the current year remain- 
ing unpaid after the first day of March, 1898, or otherwise. :

To see if the town will vote to convey to O. G. Whitman, 
a spring about forty rods west of the town farm buildings, on the 
town farm, with the privilege to lay and keep in repair an aqueduct 
from said spring to the premises of said Whitman. 


Art. 20. To see if the town will vote to sell and convey to Calvin 
Cole all of the land they own on the east side of the road leading 
from Locke’s Mills to Greenwood City, opposite the house where he 
now lives.

SCHOOL REPORT. 


To THE CITIZENS oF GREENWOOD :— 


In compliance with the requirements of the Statutes of this State 
and for the general information herein.contained, your School Com- 
mittee submit their annual report. 


In discharging the duties thus imposed upon it the School Board 
has given careful and earnest attention to the various wants, interests 
and responsibilities. which require faithful and intelligent action, . 
Profoundly impressed with the importance of the obligations im- 
posed and the duties required, we realize that the care and over- 
sight of the educational interests of our schools is a responsibility 
of more than ordinary event. 


To those who are not familiar with the workings of our schools, 
it may seem a very simple and easy task to teach and carry on suc- 
cessfully educational work. There are those, however, who visit 
our schools and who, coming in contact with officers and teachers, 
soon learn something of the magnitude of school work and readily 
understand and appreciate the efforts of teachers and officers. 
It is apparent then, that there is a duty incumbent upon every citi- 
zen, as well as every parent, to visit the schools of our town and 
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acquaint themselves as to the manner and method in which our boys 
and girls are being educated, and in this way encourage pupils and 
teachers in the knowledge that their work is being understood and 
appreciated. Parents especially owe this duty, not only to them- 
selves, but to their children and the schools. 


From observation we are firmly convinced that they cannot take 
too much interest, nor be too fully acquainted with the all-important 
work of educating their children. These are duties that should be 
near and dear to the heart of every parent. It is the uadeniable 
right of all to secure good instructions and training at the begin- 
ning of school life, since it is the foundation of after work, and 
unless underlying principles of education are properly and wisely 
taught the results to pupils will be a loss of valuable labor and time. 


The results obtained in our schools, all things considered, are 
satisfactory and very gratifying. Although the schools are far from 
being perfect, and as we have yet much to learn, still we must gladly 
welccme and stand ready to consider anything that commends itself 
to good sense and sound judgment for the better advancement of 
our schools. 


And what is the purpose of the public schools? It is to train and 
educate the child for the duties of helpful, valuable citizenship; to 
develop morally and mentally his capabilities of becoming a faithful, 
intelligent and law-abiding citizen and a useful member of society. 
It is to render him strong and self-reliant of mind and purpose and 
bring to him habits of sobriety and industry. The law of our State 
compelling children of certain ages to attend school is a wise and 
salutary one, and for that reason should be more fully enforced. 
With an intelligent citizenship, our form of government is and will 
continue to be the safest and best; without that inteiligenee there 
is danger. 


Therefore, since the strength and safety of our republican insti- 
tutions depend upon the intelligence of the people, government has 
a strong interest, the interest of self preservation, in bestowing upon 
every child in the land a good education. That schools should be 
provided and well maintained and the children compelled to attend 
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them is self evident. Under these conditions every poor man knows 
that his boy has a chance to attain to a higher position than himself; 
he knows that means have been provided, whereby his son may 
have an equal opportunity with the son of his more fortunate neigh- 
bor. Hence, it will be seen at once that onr public school system 
is one of the chief glories of our country, as well as its safety.
